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STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW 



The undersigned and Examiner Shengjun Wang conducted a telephonic interview on September 
17, 2007. 

The interview was conducted with regard to the applicants’ election filed July 11, 2007; the 
applicants were notified that the election of species was not considered fully responsive by Examiner 
Wang. During the interview, the applicants further elected mirtazapine as the single disclosed species 
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without traverse. The statement of substance of the interview of September 17, 2007, including the 
applicants further election of mirtazapine, was summarized in their Response dated January 9, 2008.
